Petrograd, Aug. 14.—German forces in the Baltic provinces 


have been driven back twenty miles by the continued attacks 
of Russian reinforcements sent to that section of the eastern 
war theatre, but it is the general impression here today that this 
will merely delay and not avert the abandonment of the Nie- 
nianiBug line of defense to which the army of Grand Duke 
Niclmjas' is retreating. The main Russian forces at Kovno 
.have'alfeady been withdrawn, small forces being left to pro- 
tect the fortress and hold back the Germans on the Nieman 
river as.long as possible. The inhabitants of Grodno, Bieles- 
tok Bielsk, and Bret Litovsk have been notified to leave these 
cities and withdraw into the interior.. It was estimated today 
that the Russians withdrawing into the interior of Russia from 
the towns arid 'cities which the Germans have captured or are 
approaching number more than 1,500,000. They are being 
assisted in every way possible by the government.

have been killed in a double train wreck on the London and 
Northwestern railroad between Rugby and Blisworth early 
today.

More than sixty persons were injured. Six bodies of the 


dead haye been recovered. There are other* buried in the 
wreckage but it will take several hours to extricate them. 


The wreck was caused by the derailment of the "Irish 


Mail." While the work of removing the dead and injured was 
going on another train.crashed into the wreckage, killing three 
of the rescuers. The wreckage caught fire but the flames we're 
extinguished by firemen from Rugby. The hospitals at Rugby 
arc filled with the'injured arid private houses have been util- 
ized..

fhat ih'ere miist have been remissness on Hie part of the in- 
.spectprSj-'Whose duty it was lo know the condition and capac- 
ity of !he.ship and Ip prevent the owners and oflicers from 
takiiig. a.'chance fhal resulted so disastrously. 


•these' inspectors may not be subject lo indictment, but they 


are subject (0 discharge, and in their cases an example should 
be made.which would teach thai it is the business of inspectors 
io.inspebt; and not merely to draw their salaries and allow 
ma'lfers under (heir charge lo.proceed on the happy-go-lucky 
plain. . . ' . ' .

and officers are nol guiilless; Ihe'rc is a large burden of respon- 
sibility res( ing upon (he inspectors, and it should be made 
plain-now, all fhe time and everywhere that inspection in the 
interest of public,safely is serious business and nol properly a 
matleh'of genteel office holding.
